Appeals Court Backs 

Pres* Bush in Civil 
Rights Panel Dispute 

Cleveland labor lawyer Peter Kir- 
sanow, who had been denied his seat 
ever since his appointment last 
November to the U. S. Civil Rights 
Commission, was recently rescued by 
the Washington D. C. Federal Court 
of Appeals. 

The court ruled that he became a 
legitimate Civil Rights Commissioner 
when President Bush named him to 
replace Victoria Wilson, whose term 
had expired. She was serving out the 
six-year term of the late Philadelphia 
Judge A. Leon Higginbotham. 

After Commission Chairwoman 
Mary Frances Berry refused to seat 
the lawyer, who formerly headed the 
conservative Center for Black Lead- 
ership, Kirsanow nevertheless at- 
tended five commission meetings, 
although he sat in the audience and 
had no voice in the deliberations. 

At his first appearance as a civil 
rights commissioner, the lawyer 
asked his colleagues why they didn't 
use the U. S. Attorney General as the 
authority for resolving legal matters. 

He took issue with the commis- 
sioners on using taxpayers' money to 
hire outside lawyers to represent 
them in court. 

Meanwhile, Commission Chair 
Mary Francis Berry appealed to the 
U. S. Supreme Court to settle the dis- 
pute on the length of the term of Vic- 
toria Wilson, who was replaced by 
Kirsanow.

Black Woman Mayor Lands $500,000 Grant 
For Complex In Mississippi 



When she was a child in 
Toledo, Ohio, Yvonne Brown 
would spend summers with 
her grandmother in Tchula, 
MS, a poor town in the poor- 
est state of the union. 

There wasn't much to do 
or see except the vestiges of 
rampant poverty. A high un- 
employment rate kept the 
streets clear of many auto- 
mobiles. Instead of busy 
shoppers in stores, there 
were only rundown, decrepit and 
empty buildings in the downtown 
section and signs of despair every- 
where else. 

When she married Robert Brown 
after his graduation from Dallas The- 
ology Seminary, the eager, energetic 
couple headed to—where else?-Tchu- 
la. The pair believed that they could 
bring change and pride to a commu- 
nity devastated decades ago by slav- 
ery, the Ku Klux Klan and down- 
home Southerners. 

She has lived in the small town for 
seven years. After being elected may- 
or of Tchula two years ago, she land- 
ed the $500,000 grant from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's Rural 
Development Authority to build the 
town complex. 

She is the first Black Republican 
woman mayor in the state. 

She hopes to use the grant to erect 
a building to include a new City Hall, 
fire station and police department. 

She recalls that the original City

Hall building was con- 
demned before she became 
mayor of Tchula. 

Her biggest campaign 
expense was $395 for a 3- 
by-6 foot sign of her and 
President George W. Bush. 

Now she has presented 
a $14 million stimulus 
package to federal officials. 
The funds will be spread 
out over three years to ad- 
dress problems the town 
has with the infrastructure, substan- 
dard housing and the environment. 

"We need to get all these things in 
place before we can invite businesses 
to come to our town," she says. 

Mayor Brown also points out, "It's 
a matter of looking around us. This is 
where we are. We can do better. We 
can move forward." 

As an eager-beaver Republican, 
she travels regularly to the nation's 
capital to confer with officials on her 
town problems. 

She works like she's on a non-stop 
mission. "This town will change, even 
if I have to pull it kicking and scream- 
ing," she says. 

Easily a most impressive minority 
symbol for her party, Mayor Brown 
continues to outline plans and pro- 
grams for her town of about 2,000 
from a small office in her husband's 
church, a renovated grocery store. 

"People don't like change," Brown 
notes. "And I make no apologies for 
my aggressiveness."

When the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration shut down the General Avi- 
ation Terminal at Ronald Reagan 
Washington National Airport in 
Washington, D.C., after the Sept. 11 
attack, CEOs and celebrities who 
were prevented from landing close to 
the city were not the only ones incon- 
venienced. The closure also removed 
the most publicized and respected ter- 
minal owned by an African-American. 

Since 1989, Sherman L. Ragland II 
has served at the helm of his Trade- 
winds International Holdings LTD 
operations. 

He is the CEO, president and 
founder of the firm that, since 1990, 
has held three exclusive contracts to 
manage Washington National's Gen- 
eral Aviation Terminal, which prior to 



last September, boasted 11,000 flights 
annually. 

Every year since 1996, the faculty 
had been voted as the "Number One" 
fixed base operation in the U.S. in the 
annual survey conducted by the Pro- 
fessional Pilot magazine. 

Still miffed by the action which put 
him out of business, Ragland says, 
"The FAA has failed to give us a cred- 
ible reason for why National is being 
singled out for both closure and the 
onerous regulation it is demanding for 
our facility to reopen. 

"With a single policy decision, the 
FAA has done what our competitors 
in the region have attempted and 
failed to do for almost 12 years — put 
the only minority-owned operation out 
of business," said Ragland.

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Black Owner Of 
Upscale Restaurant 
Files $50 Million 
Discrimination Lawsuit 

A Black man who is the owner and 
chef of a five-star restaurant in the 
St. Regis Washington Hotel in Wash- 
ington, D.C., recently filed a $50 mil- 
lion lawsuit against the hotel , claim- 
ing the management discriminated 
against him because of his race. 

Timothy Dean, the owner of Tim- 
othy Dean Restaurant and Bar, al- 
leged in the lawsuit that the St. Reg- 
is Hotel tried to put him out of busi- 
ness by referring customers to oth- 
er restaurants. 

Dean also claimed in the lawsuit 
that the management and staff mem- 
bers harassed him and that the hotel's 
general manager sent an e-mail to 
another employee stating, among other 
things ,that "this nigger is not only cost- 
ing The St. Regis to lose revenue but 
it's giving the Hotel a negative image.'' 

The suit also alleges that another 
hotel executive told staff members: 
"No Black man is capable of running

I a five-star establishment 
and he should stay in the 
kitchen." 
The suit, filed in U.S. 
District Court in Wash- 
ington, D.C., also names 
Starwood Hotels & Resorts World- 
wide Inc., the parent company of 
the St. Regis. 

K.C. Kavanagh, a spokeswoman 
for Starwood Hotels, told the Wash- 
ington Post: "Starwood has a strong 
policy of not commenting on pending 
litigation. In light of the nature of the 
claims, we feel obligated to comment. 
We deeply resent the attempt to con- 
vert Timothy Dean's commercial fail- 
ure into a racial issue." 

Dean's attorney, Jimmy A. Bell, 
told Jet:, "This issue is about race, it 
is about discrimination. They said he 
was bringing down the value of the 
hotel and the restaurant because he 
is Black. But yet, his restaurant was 
rated five stars by two different rat- 
ing organizations. This is definitely 
about race." 

Dean,32, told Jet: "It's makes me 
feel sad. I am saddened that we have 
had to fight for everything since we 
hit these shores. We fought through 
slavery, Jim Crow, the Civil Rights 
Movement and now they are attack- 
ing us in our businesses."

Ilyasah Shabazz, one of Malcolm 
X's six daughters, writes can- 
didly about her life without her 
famous father in the new book, 
Growing Up X. 

Growing Up X (One World/Ballan- 
tine Books, $25), written by Shabazz 
and Kim McLarin, reveals little known 
facts about Ilyasah's experience as a 
member of the Shabazz household, 
everything from sibling rivalry, first 
boyfriends to the close friendship be- 
tween the Shabazz family and the fam- 
ily of the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 

Ilyasah was only 2 when her 
father was assassinated in 1965. After 
the tragedy, her mother, Dr. Betty 
Shabazz, determined to protect her 
girls from the barrage of media and 
press surrounding the life of her hus- 



family many have admired 
from afar. 

Shabazz reveals what 
she hopes readers will learn 
about her famous father. 
"The most important thing 
that I would like people to 
know is that my father was 
not a man of violence and hate," she 
says.

Vecepia "Vee" Towery is the first 
Black female and newest member to 
join CBS' fourth installment of the 
"Survivor" millionaires' club. 

Towery, a 36-year-old office man- 
ager from Portland, OR, beat out 15 
other contestants including finalist 
Neleh Dennis, a 21-year-old psychol- 
ogy student from Layton, UT, after a 
4-3 vote was made by a jury of seven 
former castaways on the season's 
final episode of "Survivor: Marque- 
sas." It was the first time in the 
show's short history that two women 
emerged as the finalist. 

For winning the competition, 
which was taped during 39 days in 
the South Pacific's Marquesas 
Islands, Towery takes home the $1 
million grand prize. 

With her fortune Towery plans to 
finish work on the home she and her 
new husband, Leander Robinson, 
have been renovating and invest the 
rest - but all that will come after giv- 
ing "tithes and offerings to my 
Father," she says. 

Last November, the 16 contes- 
tants were left with minimal supplies 
and a TV production crew on Nuku 
Hiva, part of Tahiti's Marquesas

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Joe Black, Baseball Pioneer And Retired 
Greyhound Corp* Executive, Dies 



Joe Black, the first Black 
pitcher to win a World Series 
game, recently died of cancer 
in Phoenix. He was 78. 

Black, who was in failing 
health for months, died at the 
Life Care Center of Scotts- 
dale in Phoenix. 

Black spent a season in the 
minors before the Brooklyn Dodgers 
promoted him to the major leagues 
in 1952, five years after teammate 
Jackie Robinson broke baseball's color 
barrier. 

Dominant out of the bullpen, he was 
chosen Rookie of the Year after winning 
15 games and saving 15 others for the 
National League champion. 

Strapped for pitching, Dodgers man- 
ager Chuck Dressen brought Black out 
of the bullpen and started him three 
times in seven days in the 1952 World 
Series against the New York Yankees. 
He won the opener game with a six-hit- 
ter over Allie Reynolds, 4-2. 

Black was 28 when he reached 
the majors after helping the Balti- 
more Elite Giants of the Negro 
Leagues win two championships 
in seven years. 

He roomed with Robinson while 
with Brooklyn, and pushed for a pen- 
sion plan for Negro League players. 

After his baseball career ended, 
Black became an executive with Grey- 
hound Corporation. 

He began as a marketing represen- 
tative for Greyhound Lines in 1962 
and was appointed vice president of 
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special markets in 1967-mak- 
ing him the first Black vice 
president of a major trans- 
portation company. In 1969, 
he was elected to fill that 
same position for the parent 
company, Greyhound Corpo- 
ration, becoming one of the 
Joe Black fi rs t Black officers of a major 
U.S. company. As vice president, he 
implemented many programs geared 
toward the Black consumer market. 

He also remained in touch with 
baseball as a consultant for the com- 
missioner's office and offered guid- 
ance to young players. 

A native of Plainfield, NJ, Black 
graduated from Morgan State in Bal- 
timore. He also wrote a syndicated 
column "By The Way" for Ebony 
magazine and other media outlets, as 
well as an autobiography, Ain't No- 
body Better Than You. 

Black asked to be cremated, his 
daughter Martha Jo Black of Chica- 
go, told Jet. His ashes will be scat- 
tered where he learned to play base- 
ball in Plainfield, she said. 

Ms. Black says of her devoted father 
and baseball legend: "He taught my 
brother and I everything about life. He 
had the best sense of humor and 
always lectured me and my brother to 
always 'save your money."' 

In addition to his daughter, Black 
is survived by a son, Joseph Frank 
Black of Phoenix. 

Memorial services were planned 
in New Jersey at Jet press time.

May 29, 1973— 

► Thomas Bradley, lawyer, police officer and 
city councilman, was elected the first Black mayor of 
Los Angeles on this day. Though the city was only 15 
percent Black at the time, Bradley garnered 56 per- 
cent of the total vote in defeating incumbent mayor 
Sam Yorty. Bradley was re-elected and served an 
unprecedented five terms. During his 20-year ten- 
ure, the city flourished as a financial center and ben- 
efited greatly from hosting the 1984 Summer 
Olympic Games. Bradley was born on December 29, 
1917, in Calvert, TX. His family moved to L.A. when 
he was 7 years old. He entered UCLA in 1937, major- 
ing in education. From there he joined the Los Ange- 
les police department and rose to the rank of lieutenant, the highest rank 
held by a Black during his 21-year career. In 1963, he became the first 
Black elected as a city councilman. He served in that position until he won 
the mayoral post. He retired from public office in 1993. Bradley died on Sep- 
tember 29, 1998, of a heart attack at the age of 80 in Los Angeles. 

May 30, 1965— 

T Vivian Malone Jones became the first Black graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama on this day. Jones graduated with a bachelor's degree 
in management. Two years earlier, she, along with James Hood, made 
civil rights history by successfully enrolling at the University of Alaba- 
ma despite then-Gov. George Wallace, who 
stood in the way of the schoolhouse door in 
an attempt to prohibit court-ordered de- 
segregation at the university. Most of Jones' 
working career was spent in the federal gov- 
ernment until she retired in 1996 as director 
of the federal Office of Environmental Jus- 
tice in the Environmental Protection 
Agency. Her civil rights-related efforts have 
earned her numerous awards. In 1995, the 
University of Alabama celebrated the 30th 
anniversary of Jones' graduation by estab- 
lishing the Vivian Malone Jones Scholarship 
Fund. She currently fives in Atlanta.

more Central Book- 
ing and Intake Cen- 
ter. "Although I may 
be depressed, I'm 
not suicidal." 
At Jet Press time Stokes' lawyer, 
Thomas McNicholas, asked Bass to 
release Stokes until his trial because 
Stokes, a barber, was not a suicide 
risk and did not have a criminal 
record. Bass however, wants a doctor's 
opinion before granting the suspect 
bail. 

Sylvester Cox, an assistant state's 
attorney, asked the judge to keep 
Stokes in jail.

refused to talk to him. Stokes' mother, 
Tamara Stokes, said her son was frus- 
trated because he was unable to get 
an apology from the priest. 

"No one looked at his plea," his 
mother said to WBAL-TV in Balti- 
more. "The nuns knew about it; the 
priest knew about it. Yesterday was 
his breaking point." 

In 1993 Stokes claimed that while 
taking Bible classes at the St. Edward 
Catholic Church where Blackwell was 
pastor, the priest fondled him when 
he was a 17-year-old parishioner in 
the office on a number of occasions for 
over three years. 

Investigators and prosecutors 
looked into the case for several 
months. Since there were no witness- 
es police said there was not enough 
proof to charge Blackwell. 

The archdiocese removed Black- 
well from priestly duties in 1998 
because of accusations of sexual mis- 
conduct by another alleged victim. 

Police said that Stokes turned him- 
self in after walking into a service at 
Gillis Memorial Christian Communi- 
ty Church and telling a clergyman he 
shot Blackwell with a .357 caliber pis- 
tol. He was charged with attempted 
murder, first and second-degree as- 
sault and gun violations. 

Blackwell remained in fair condi- 
tion at Jet press time at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Trauma Center with 
wounds in his left hand, hip and side.

New Research Suggests That Breast-fed Babies 

Make For Smarter Adults 



Infants breast-fed for nine months 
grow up to be considerably more 
intelligent than babies breast-fed for 
one month or less, according to a 
recent study published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associ- 
ation (JAMA). 

An IQ test administered to over 
3,000 young men and women born in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, from 1959 to 
1961 were evaluated in the study 
that showed an average intelligence 
increase of six points from those who 
were breast-fed for a longer period of 
time. 

Dr. June Machover Reinisch, co- 
author of the study and director 
emerita of the Kinsey Institute for 
Research in Sex, Gender and Repro- 
duction at Indiana University, said 
that six points isn't "the difference 
between an Einstein and a mentally 
retarded child," but it could be the 
difference "between normal and 
bright-normal, or bright-normal and 
superior," reports USA Today. 

The Danish study took into ac- 
count 13 similar factors, which in- 
cluded parental education and social 
status, the mother's health and the 
child's birth weight. Infants who 
nursed for seven to nine months had 
a mean IQ score of 106, compared to 
an average score of 99 among babies 
breast-fed for less than a month. 

For some time now studies have 
suggested that there are physical 
benefits that breast-fed babies have 
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over bottle-fed infants such as hav- 
ing lower rates of hospital admis- 
sions, allergies and ear infections. 
There are even indications that nurs- 
ing may prevent obesity in the child's 
later development. 

Previous research has hinted at 
the link between breast-feeding and 
improved intelligence but this new 
study appears to provide the strongest 
indication of an effect. 

Reinisch said that the newfound 
information is significant because it 
suggests that the nutrients found in 
human breast milk enhance the 
brains' development differently from 
those ingredients in cow's milk or 
baby formula. 

"Nobody has been able to repro- 
duce human breast milk because 
there are lots of elements we don't 
even know about," said Reinisch to 
the Wall Street Journal. 

For a variety of reasons women 
choose not to breast-feed. The moth- 
ers that are least likely to practice 
nursing are often minorities and 
poor. Researchers say that the rea- 
sons that women give range from cul- 
tural biases against the practice to 
the difficulties experienced when 
they decide to return to work. 

Even though most Americans are 
bottle-fed during much of their infan- 
cy, the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics recommends that babies be 
nursed for a minimum of six months 
and if possible 12 months or more.

Newark Mayor Sharpe James 
Wins Election for Fifth Term 



Newark, NJ, Mayor Sharpe James 
recently won an unprecedented fifth 
term as leader of the state's largest 
city. 

James fended off a furious chal- 
lenge from an Ivy Leaguer half his age 
to win the election after a bruising 
campaign filled with charges of van- 
dalism, voter intimidation and race- 
baiting. 

The 66-year-old mayor defeated 33- 
year-old freshman city councilman 
Cory Booker, who is also Black. 

With 99 percent of precincts re- 
porting, James had 28,363 votes or 53 
percent, and Booker had 24,869 votes, 
or 46 percent. 

There were no immediate com- 
ments from the mayor. But hundreds 
of James supporters began hugging 
each other and crying "Four more 
years!" in a glittering hotel ballroom 
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filled with red, white and blue balloons 
and signs bearing his re-election slo- 
gan: 'The Real Deal." 

The months-long campaign was so 
nasty that federal prosecutors posted 
observers at the polls to watch for 
fraud and intimidation. 

While both men are Black Democ- 
rats in a mostly Black city, the lighter- 
skinned Booker claimed James ques- 
tioned his Black authenticity by call- 
ing him a "White boy" and accusing j 
him of taking campaign donations 
from the Ku Klux Klan. 

A spokesman for James called tl 
allegations "ludicrous" and said Boc 
er was trying to distract voters frj 
the issues. 

James, who was raised in the 
and graduated from nearby Moi 
State College, was first elected 
City Council three years aft( 
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riots in 1967 devastated the city of 
Newark, which has a population 
of 274,000. He was first elected may- 
or in 1986. 

James has taken credit for a 50 per- 
cent drop in crime, the demolition of 
some of the worst public housing pro- 
jects in the country and a downtown 
renaissance that has attracted tele- 
communications companies and 
brought suburbanites out at night to 
restaurants and the 5-year-old New 
Jersey Performing Arts Center. He 
has also helped lead a push for a sports 
arena downtown. 

The mayor called his opponent an 
interloper who moved to Newark just 



five years ago from the privileged 
northern New Jersey suburbs. 

Booker holds degrees from Stanford 
and Yale Law School and was a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford. He made headlines 
for his hunger strike outside a drug- 
infested housing project and for living 
temporarily in a trailer in some of the 
city's worst neighborhoods. 

Booker said James has ignored 
much of the city in favor of downtown. 
One third of Newark's residents live in 
poverty, and the school system has 
been under state control for the past 
six years. 

Booker vowed to run for mayor 
again in four years.

Federal Appeals Court 
Upholds Use Off Race In 
Michigan Law School 
Admissions 

In a case that could go to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, a federal appeals 
court ruled that the University of 
Michigan law school's policy of con- 
sidering race as a factor in deciding 




which students to accept is legal. 

"We find that the law school has a 
compelling state interest in achiev- 
ing a diverse student body," the 6th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Detroit said. 

The recent 5-4 ruling, which re- 
verses an earlier decision by a lower 
court, sprang from two consolidated 
lawsuits brought by White students 
who were denied admission to the 
university. They contended that 
Michigan's law school and undergrad- 
uate admissions policies discrimi- 
nate against Whites in favor of less- 
qualified minorities. 

The university argued that racial 
diversity enhances the education of 
all its students. It said it considers 
race among a number of factors, in- 
cluding an applicant's academic 
record. 

Analysts have said the Michigan 
case could give the Supreme Court 
an opportunity to revisit the 1978 
Bakke case, involving the University 
of California, which allowed consid- 
eration of race in college admissions 
but banned racial quotas. 

In a dissent, Circuit Judge Danny 
Boggs called Michigan's policy "a 
straightforward instance of racial 
discrimination by a state institution." 

University of Michigan Interim 
President B. Joseph White called the 
recent ruling "a very wise decision, 
both for the university and for all of 
higher education." 

The plaintiffs' lawyers said they 
will take their case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court.

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Fitness Is The True Fountain Of Youth 



Wouldn't it be nice to have a little 
pill that could add years to your life, 
fight off disease, reduce the effects of 
aging and make you look and feel 10, 
20 or 30 years younger? If this miracle 
pill did exist, you probably would take 
it every day without fail, maybe even 
several times a day, in order to live a 
long, healthy life. 

The good news is, that pill does 
exist. It's called exercise. Maybe that's 
not the answer you wanted, but physi- 
cal fitness is the closest thing we have 
on Earth to a Fountain of Youth. And 
those reaching the golden years — and 
there are plenty of us — need a good 
drink from that fountain every day to 
stay healthy and active. 

Fortunately, there's no shortage of 
physical fitness, but there are millions 
of us who are short on exercise — par- 
ticularly older Black women, who are 
at special risk of developing cardio- 
vascular diseases, diabetes and other 
health problems because of sedentary 
lifestyles, experts say. 

According to the Surgeon General, 
more than 60 percent of American 
adults do not engage in the recom- 
mended amount of activity — a mini- 
mum of 30 minutes a day, three days 
of the week — and about 25 percent of 
adults aren't active at all. The most 
inactive groups are Blacks and His- 
panics, women, and older adults, the 
Surgeon General reports. 

Naturally, those of us in our 50s, 
60s and 70s are not as strong and as 
agile as we were in our 20s. But health 
experts say that much of the weak- 
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ness, stiffness and fatigue that we 
chalk up to advanced age is actually 
the result of inactivity. Sedentary 
lifestyles, not aging bodies, make us 
feel old and feeble. 

In fact, researchers have found that 
regular physical activity can improve 
the health of people who are in their 
90s or older, who are frail or who have 
chronic diseases.

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The Warning Signs Of 
Sexual Abuse In Children 

Has your child's behavior changed lately? Does 
it seem as if he or she is anxious about 
going to a particular place or seeing a 
particular person? Does he or she 
suddenly have behavior prob- 
lems such as aggressiveness 
or extreme mood swings 
JtZd^WW^ ^ such as brooding, crying or 

\ fearfulness? Has his or 
^ ^ ^BCj ^ her grades taken a nose- 

dive recently? 

These could be warn- 
ing signs of sexual abuse. 

The sexual abuse of a 
child is something that 
occurs across all ethnic 
and socio-economic bound- 
aries, and is a taboo that 
needs to be especially addressed 
in the Black community, accord- 
ing to Donald S. Chandler Jr., Ph.D., 
LPC, a counseling psychologist and a 
licensed professional counselor in Dallas. He provides 
psychological services to young adults and families, and is an adjunct profes- 
sor at Eastfield College and the University of North Texas. His past research 
investigations included sexual aggression and victimization among African- 
Americans. 

"African-Americans are less likely to report experiences of rape or child 
abuse. It has been documented that African-Americans generally believe 
that sexual abuse and incest occur most among other ethnic groups," states 
Chandler. "One important explanation for the lack of reporting among African- 
Americans has been the belief 'nothing will be done' if they report sexual abuse 
or sexual assault. 

"Psychologically, many African-Americans believe that the 'burden of proof 
(for sexual abuse) is a responsibility of the victim versus other cultures (Whites), 
where the 'proof of innocence' is generally perceived as a responsibility of 
the accused. Shame and guilt about any form of sexual abuse is [also] common 
among African-Americans." 




According to statistics, 1 in 4 girls 
and at least 1 in 10 boys are sexually 
abused in some way by the age of 18. 
Between 85 percent and 90 percent of 
the abuse is from someone the child 
knows. Fifty percent of all assaults take 
place in the child's home or the offend- 
er's home. 

Below are some common signs 
associated with child sexual abuse, 
according to Chandler:

"You look at all the signs, physical, 
psychological and other warning 
signs of abuse," states Dr. Elaine Fer- 
guson, MD, a Chicago pediatrician 
who has been in private practice for 
over 20 years. "There are normally 
some classic changes in a child's 
behavior that parents— and adults in 
general-can be aware of. Children 
younger than 5 tend to not articulate 
as older children, so people should pay 
attention to a child's behavior, [like] if 
they are fearful of someone or avoid a 
certain place. This behavior doesn't 
happen in a vacuum, there is a reason 
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Possible Psychological and 
Behavioral Signs of Sexual 
Child Abuse: 

• Changes in sleeping patterns 

• Bedwetting 

• Nightmares or bad dreams 

• Depression, irritability, or anger 

• Low self-esteem, guilt, shame 

• Avoidance of people or places 

• Sexual advances or "touching'' 
inappropriately 

• Sexual drawings 

• Changes in socialization (social 
withdrawal or social isolation)

Pregnancy 

Venereal Disease

for this. Children are very intelligent 
beings. 

"[A child] may exhibit depression, 
withdrawal, and sleeping problems or 
make statements about their bodies 
being 'dirty' or 'damaged.' They may 
behave in a sexually inappropriate 
way, or have an extreme avoidance 
of things of a [possible] sexual 
nature such as bathing or going to 
the bathroom or strong avoidance of 
sexual shows or even become suici- 
dal." 

According to Ferguson, if you sus- 
pect abuse, the most 
important thing is to 
talk to the child. 
"It's very impor- 
tant to listen 
and believe 
|the child 
and have 
them physi- 
cally examined 
so that any signs 
of sexual abuse can 
be documented. If you 
need to take them to the emergency 
room, that is totally appropriate." 

Experts say if you suspect your 
child has been molested, or if he or she 
has confided in you that an abuse has 
occurred, DO NOT PANIC. Your reac- 
tion can either help them or trauma- 
tize them further. Pay attention and 
let the child know you believe him or 
her. Reassure your child and let him 
or her know you are glad that you 
were told of the abuse. 

If a child seems afraid to tell you, 
ask him to tell the story to a stuffed

animal, doll, imaginary friend or tape 
recorder as you listen. 

While you are with your child, don't 
say anything bad about the person 
who victimized him or her. That per- 
son could be someone the child really 
cares for, and if you show your anger 
your child might feel the need to pro- 
tect him or her by withholding crucial 
information. 

Ferguson says that the recent scan- 
dals involving children, while tragic, 
"have heightened awareness" about 
the safety of children. And this helps 
in the healing process if a child is 
sexually abused. 

"Children are very resilient and 
when they are given support, therapy 
and plenty of love they can recover 
from the most horrific experiences in 
life."
